

Ditch Six Miles Will Run Prom 

Wilmot-^Road in Bristol 

to Hickory Bridge 




WILL COSrr OVER $18,000 
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Years ago Bristol farmers dreamed 
dreams of building a drainage ditch (o 
reclaim much of the swamp land in 
that town. The dream is going to be a 
reality as on next Monday morning, the 
■work of constructing the "Dutch Gap" 
drainage ditch will be started and it is 
expected that the worit will be com- 
pleted before the end of the present 
year. There is no contest over the con- 
struction of the drainage ditch now 
and it is expected that the work 
will be carried out without even a court 
action. Co operation among the farm- 
ers in the town has made possible the 
peaceable arrangement for the big im- 
provement. Benefits and damages have 
been assessed in corinectlfi With the big 
pla'n and there has been no 'appeal 
from the .amounts named *t)y, the com- 
miasiori. THe award of benefits and 
damages has not aa yet been confirmed 
by any court but it ia declared that this 
is only a matter of form and that there 
ia not a single property owner who will 
seek- to hold up the work. 

While the. drainage ditch will not 
drain oa many acres of land as was pro- 
vided for in the original plan for it will 
reclaim for cultivation hundreds of acres 
of lany in the one township. 

The contract for the construction of 
the ditch and the laterals has been 
awarded to S. A. Xnoeblnck of Niles» 
Mich. The main ditch will be six miles 
in'length and the coat of it is place at 
$14,601.17. Other connecting ditches 
will be built at a cost of $4,000. It is 
said that the actual number of acres of 
swamp lands to be drained by the ditch 
^00, but there will be a vast number of 
acres in the town of Bristol which will 
be greatly .bene5tte^. It is expected 
that the ditch will be completed by the 
latter part of September. It will have 
an outlet-at' the Hickory bridge in Lake 
county but no provision is made for the 
drainage of any lands ip Lake, county. 
The arrantfement for the outlet was 
made with the owners of the property 
near the Hickory bridge and it is de- 
clared to be entirely satisfactory to all 
concerned. 

U!a possible that in future. years 
there will be /other extensions for 
new drainage systems to drain into 
the main ditch, but none of these are 
planned for the present year. The 
^'Dutch Gap" is almost tradition in the 
town of Bristol. More than twenty 
years ago the plan for the ditch was 
brought to light, Up to the time of 
his death George Shields, for many 
years prominent m the town, was the 
principle booster for the plan. . He dibd 
several years ago and then the work 
was taken up by other farmers who 
pushed the plan to the successful con- 
^clusibn.

This is the positionihe state live stocic 
commission finds itself in, following the 
refusal of State Treasurer Rusaell to 
cut any money from the $100,000 appro- 
priation passed by the last general as- 
sembly to pay farmers outbreak of foot 
and mouth dlBease, 

In the ofllce of the live stock commis- 
sion areclaims amounting to approx- 
imately ' $30,000. Over $4,000 of thia 
aihount -are, ' for cattle slaugh- 
tered in the Chrlstiian County epidemic. 
The remainder, ia for veterinarians^ 
disinfecting, property destroyed and 
guards. ■ ., . 

The commission has issued warrants 
for the payment of theseclaims but the 
state officials have refused to honor 
them inasmuch ds State Treasurer Rus- 
sell's attonev»,aftera consulation with 
the attorney general, held the bill to be 
InvaUtlr 

Claimanta consequently have ntx 
chance for payment until the next leg* 
islature.acts of the supreme court holds 
thebillto.be valid. Some officials oC 
the live stock, commiasion believe the 
supreme court would bold the bill valid 
if the quesUon was submitted in the 
shape of a mandamus proceedinga 
against- the state treanurer asking that 
otficial be ordered to pay the claims. 

The officials point out that if those 
holding claims against the state would 
get together in a meeting there- would 
be little trouble in collecting a aufncient 
sum to take care of the cost of th» 
litigation. 

The officials declare the department 
in not in a poaition to mandamus other 
state oMciais but would be glad to fur- 
nish data to any person or group of .per- 
sons who would file the mandamus. 

State Treasurer Russell himself 
would be glad to have a supreme court 
decision in tlie matter as he is merely 
holding up payment of the money to 
forestall any litigation which might 
arise after the money was paid out

Washington, May 10.— President \VU- 
60Q in a lormal note dispatched on 
Monday to Doiiln has' acceiited as 
meeting his demand the announced 
change In Germany's submarine policy. 
Coupled with this acceptance is a 
veiled threat that diplomatic relations 
■will bo severed unless the new orders 
issued by the German udmiralty are 
scrupulously observed. 

The i)resldent further notiiles Ger- 
many that this government will not 
for a moment entertain, much leas dis- 
cuss, the suggestion that respect by 
German naval authorities for Ameri- 
can rights upon the high seas should 
"In any way or In the slightest de- 
gree" ho made contingent upon the 
conduct of any,' other government af- 
fecting. tho rights of neutrals and noa- 
combatants. ' 

Tho president's reply absolutely 
commits tho United States to a rup- 
ture of diplomatic relations , should 
German commanders exceed the lim- 
itations of tho recognized rules or In- 
ternational law udmitted and declared 
by their government. 

Following is tho text of the reply 
of the United States to the latest 
:Gennan assurances regarding the con- 
duct of submarine warfare: 

Tho American ambassador in Ber- 
lin has been instructed by telegraph 
to deliver the following note to the 
German minister of foreign affairs: 

"The note of the German imperial 
government under date of May 4, 1916, 
has received careful consideration by 
the government of the United States. 
It is especially noted^ a> Indicating tho 
purpose of tho.imperial' government as 
to the future, tliat it "is prepared to 
do its utmost to confine tho operations 
of the war for tho rest of Its duration 
to tho fighting forces of the belliger- 
ents,' and that it is determlnelto im- 
pose upon all its commanders &t sea 
tho limitations of the recognized rules 
of international law upon which tlie 
government of the United States has 
insisted. Throughout the months 
which have elapsed since the Imperial 
government announced on February 
4, 1915, Us submarine policy, now hap- 
pily abandoned, the government of tho 
United States has been constantly 
guided and restrained hy motives of 
friendship In Its patient efforts to 
bring to an amicablo sottloraent the 
critical questions arising from that pol- 
icy. Accepting the imperial govern- 
menfa declaration of Its abandonment 
of tho policy whlcli has so seriously 
menaced tho good relations between 
the two countries, the government of 
tho United Statea will rely upon a 
scrupulous execution henceforth of tho 
now altered policy of the imperial gov- 
ernment, such as will remove the prin- 
cipal danger to an interruption of the 
good relations existing between the 
United States and Germany. 

"The government of tho United 
States feels it necessary to state that 
it takes for granted that the Imperial 
government does not intend to Imply 
that tho maintenance of Its newly an- 
nounced policy is in any way contin- 
gent upon tho course or result of dip- 
lomatic negotiations between tho gov- 
crnment of the United States and any 
other belliserent government, notwith- 
standing tho fact that certain pas- 
sages In the Imperial government's 
note of tho 4th Instant might appear 
to be susceptible of that construction. 
In order, however, to avoid any pos- 
Blhlo misunderstanding, the govern- 
ment of the United States notifies the 
imperial government that it cannot for 
a moment entertain, much less dis- 
cuss, a suggestion that respect by 
German naval authorities for the 
rights of citizens of the United States 
upon tho high seas should in any way 
'. or In tho slightest degree be made 
contingent upon the conduct of any 
other government affecting the rights 
of neutral and noncombatants. Re- 
pponslhility In such matters is single, 
not joint; absolute, not relative." 



OPPOSED TO ARMY INCREASE

"Washington, May 10.— The liousc of 
ropresontativcs went on record on 
Monday as opposed to increasing the 
regular army to CGO.OOO. By a vote 
of 221 to 142 the house instructed its 
conferees on tho army reorganization 
bin not to agree to the senate pro- 
liosal for an army of a quarLer of a 
million. 



El Vase. Tex.. May 9.— Tho Colum- 
bus raid was repealed by Mexicans 
imdor Colonel Cervantes, a Villa com- 
mander, at GlVn Springs. 85 miles 
south of Marathon. Tex., and ten 
miles north of tho border, last Friday 
night. Three members of Troop A, 
Fourteenth cavalry, and one civilian 
boy are known to. have been itllled. 
Six members of Troop A, which con- 
stituted the remainder of the cavalry 
detachment, were wounded. 

A number of American civilians are 
said to bo missing from tho district. 

While tho raid was being made at 
Glen Springs another hand of Mexi- 
cans appeared at the store ot J. Deem- 
er. which is the source of supplies 
for a small mining settlement 25 
miles to the north. The store was 
looted. Deemer and his clerk, L. Mc- 
Coy, wore made prisoners and car- 
ried back toward the border. They 
are both reported to have been killed. 
Saturday night the raiders appeared 
again at BoquIIlas. on the American 
Bido of the border. IS miles north of 
tho Mexican town of UoquiUaa del 
Carmen. The seven employees of tho 
International Minos company sought 
refuge In the mine tunnel and wore 
defending themselves against great 
odds when last heard from. 

The first report of the raids reached 
MaJ. Gon. Frederick Funston at El 
Paso through the representatives ot 
the International Mines company. 

Three dead soldiers and one_ dead 
civilian boy hod been brought to Mara- 
thon on a motor truck by two of tho 
troopers, who had been wounded 
themselves. Tho soldiers killed were 
Privates Cohen Coloe and Uodgcrs. 

General Funston. with tho approval 
of Gen. Hugh I.. Scott, issued orders 
for a now expedition to start from HI 
Paso. Tho train got away at p. m. 
It carried Troops A and B of tho 
Eighth cavalry. This force will bo 
lolnod en route by two troops ot the 
Fourteenth cavalry under Col. Fred- 
erick \Y. Sibley and a machino gun 

platoon. 

General, Funston has Issued orders 
that the Mexicans respnnalhle for tho 
raid must bo captured or killed. 

Tlie raid oh Glen Springs started at 
11:30 Friday night. The attack was 
made both with firearms and burning 
torches. Sergeant Smith and his eight 
men fought from the windows of a 
wooden shack which they had Intend- 
ed to occupy during the rainy season. 
The live or six civilians in tho place 
sought refuge with the soldiers and 
gave such aid as was possible in de- 
fending tho shack. 

The siego had lusted two hours bo- 
fore the Mexicans gained any advan- 
tage. During this time, however, they- 
destroyed all tents and burned tho 
two buildings In the settlement. In a 
rush attack with flaming torches they 
managed to set fire to tho shack In 
which tho sohliors were fighting. This 
forced the soldiers to quit tho build- 
ing, and three of them were killed In 
rushing from tho burning structure. 
All members of the party were badly 
burned. 

The little son of Mr. and Mrs, O. 
B. Compton fell dead from a Mexican 
bullet as ho started to ran with tho 
others. 

Under cover ot smoke from the 
bunilug buildings, Sergeant Smith 
managed to load the bodies of , tlio 
three dead troopers and the little 
Compton buy on a motor truck, which 
was placed In charge of two other 
troopers who had been badly wound- 
ed. Tho truck was started for Mara- 
thon and brought out tho first nowfl 
of tho raid. 

With the dead and seriously wound- 
ed out of the way. Sergeant Smith 
again turned his attention to the ban- 
dits. He fought as best lie could de- 
spite tlio fact he had only three men 
left, each oC whom had been wounded 
more or less seriously. 

At three o'clock he was compelled 
to retire to the refuge of the hills. 

The last report received by Gen- 
eral li'unston tells that Sergeant Smith 
was badly burned. Tho entlro party 
would have been killed on leaving the 
shack only for the smoke which ob- 
scured the view of the .Mexicans.

Tendon. May H.— Four heads of tho

.lames Connolly, "commandant gener- 
al of tho Irish republican army;"

All four were signatories of 
tho republican proclamation issued 
at the outset of tho uprising In Dub- 
lin. 

Three other slgnora of tho proclama- 
tion wore convicted and sentenced 
throe years' imprisonment. 

Premier Asqulth announced In par- 
liament that Sir Roger Casement 
would bo tried with tho utmost expe- 
dition. 

The trials and executions became 
known to tho public through on an- 
nouncement in the commons by Pre- 
mier Asqulth. At the same time there

Tho formal document In reply to tho 
Ilnal American notes on tho subject Is 
not yet in readiness, but according to 
Lord Robert Cecil, minister of war, 
it will be carefully framed so as not to 
F.dmit the general right of belligerents 
to enjoy the protection of a neutral 
llag. 

In tho present case, Great Britain 
admits Itself in tho wrong In regard to 
tho facts outlined In the American ro- 
raonstranco. but the reply will be 
couched In such terms that no general 
precedent Is established, and British 
doctrines in regard to tho solzuro ot 
individuals ot hostile nationality on 
hoard neutral ships will bo safe- 
guarded. 

The state department at Washing- 
ton has contended that tho facts In 
tho case arc similar to those of tho 
famous Trent affair, but whllo it is 
not known what atlltudo tho British 
reply will adopt toward this argument. 
Lord Uohert Cecil gives it as his per- 
sonal opinion that the two cases pre- 
sent wide differences.

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SUBLIME COURAGE AS IT IS SEEN 
IN THE HOSPITALS BEHIND VERDUN 

Unconquerable Spirit of the French Soldier Is Manifested at Re- 

ceiving Stations, Where Stir of Battle and Incentive to Brave 

Deeds Are Lacking— Day With Wounded Described 

in Graphic Letter From Noted Writer. 
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ParlB.— The unconquerablo spirit of 
the French soldier, as manlfcBtod In 
the field hoapltal to which the Ameri- 
can amhulance among others hurry 
the eerloualy wounded from the relief 
stations In the Immediate rear of the 
flghllng lines at Vordun, Is told In 
graphic fashion by a noted French 
■writer, A. VoIIIIs, us a result of a trip 
■which he was permitted to make In 
the nfth week of the groat battle, 

"On the provlouB day/' ho writes, 
"the great guna had been roaring un- 
ceasingly, with a hoarse, thunderous 
noise and with formldablo explosions 
of fury which made the windows rattle 
and caused the last of the snow to fall 
from the roofs. On this morning the 
ellence Is almost complete. 

'"It la a sign that the infantry is 
attacking,' says the sergeant In charge 
of Buppllea, who Is something of a 
strategist. 'We are soon going to bo 
busy.' 

"Very soon the dull roll of the am- 
bulances Is heard. It can be recog- 
nlzod among the bounding and tearing 
noises of the ordinary wagons. 

"The boll rings thrco times, which 
means that there are threq wounded 
men, and the lUtera are hurriedly 
brought out Into the yard. 

"Tho stretcher Is always tho cause 
of a special tough of emotion. WIU 
they bo able to nave the wounded 
man? Is It Hfo or Is It death? 
Glad to Be Alive. 
"In tho case of tho two flrst comers 
there la nothing serious to fear. They 
are two sublleutonants, two boys, and 
they Lave become acquainted on the 
way. Although their looks are still full 
of astonished stupefaction, they try to 
laugh, happy at having fought well 
and at being alive, oven merely alive, 
although a thigh has been broken and 
a lung pierced. Ono of them has his 
helmet tightly pressed on his breast. 

'"No, don't take it away; don't tako 
It away/ ho pleads. '1 shall tako it to 
bed with mo; It Is my friend, my 
savior/ and he points to an enormous 
slash In the bluo steel. 'To think that 
I came off so easy! With only a dam- 
aged log.* 

"Tho other smiles gently aa he 

breathes heavily. He is blond, with a 

light down on his cheeks and his eyes 

^vPtiTo blue, and his whole appearance 

../ boyish. 

" 'Lieutenant/ says tho attendant 
who Is emptying his pockets, 'you have 
a military card and letters which aro 
not in your name.' 

"Tho young man raises his eye- 
brows. 

" 'Oh, yea, I remember/ ho says sud- 
denly. "I had Just been hit, and they 
placed me against the bank; I was 
nearly frozen and my teeth were chat- 
tering. In the neighborhood a com- 
pany was about to start to the attack. 
Then ono of tho soldiers, an old fellow 
with a big mustache and kindly eyes, 
leaned over me, and said, "You aro 
cold, poor boy." Ho took off his coat 
and throw It over mo, ond then I saw 
him running In his shirtsleeves to 
catch up with tho others.' 

" 'Hero la a photograph of his wife 
and children/ said tho attendant, 'and 
also his purse.' 

"It was a worn leather purse, with 
a gold piece, a fow cents, and three 
cigarettes In It, tho entire fortune of 
tho pollu. 

" 'What a good follow,' sighs tho 
little lieutenant. 'I don't know him 
and It would not be easy to find him 
now; It will bo a case for tho special 
bureau.' 

" 'A major and a captain,' announces 
j an ambulance driver. 
I The Dying Major. 

1 "Tho major's gray head shakes with 
Itho movement of the carriers. His 
loyellds are like dark cavities In a faco 
Ifrlghtfully discolored.

derly—and ho waa auch a good boy;

ward. It waa magnificent. And then 
this wretched piece of shell caught me 
In the ribs, and how those boys looked 
after me. Thoy carried me In an over- 
coat, and when a shell exploded they 
lay down on mo, they actually covered 
me with their bodies. And to think 
that I left them out there all alone, my 
chasseurs, my boys!' 

" 'My boys.' sounded strange from 
so young an officer. 

"'Yes, madamo, I promise you I am 
going to be calm. I have, now plenty 
of time. What, help me to undress? 
Ah, no, thanks; not that.' 

" 'Well,' said the nurse with a sigh, 
'that means 104 degrees of fever this 
evening/ 

"Gradually tho bods are filled. Each- 
llttlo room has Ita share of suffering — 
of silent suffering. Tho seriously 
wounded do not complain much. 

"Tho chief surgeon and his assist- 
ants come aloug. Ho has just left 
the operating room; lija linen coat la 
stained with blood and ho holds hla 
hands, covered with rubber, glovesi 
hlgli In the air. Underbills 'white cap 
hla (.'ace, crossed by a thin mustache. 
appears thin and hoUow, with tlie 
Btra.med, sharp oxpresalon evoked by 
a dfi.y of work at high pressure. 

"Ho stops before each bod, consults 
the chart, makes a brief examination 
and pronounces n few brief words. 
No time to lose, for there will bo op- 
erations all night long. 

The Battle With Death. 

'"Send this one to the operating 
room at once. Yes. captain; It will 
be a quick affair. Send that ono next. 
Give him 500 centilitres of serum In 
tho meantime. Give that other ono 
camphorated oil, maximum dose/ 

"It la tho bitter, determined strug- 
gle against death, which Is eagerly on 
tho watch. 

"There Is a more lengthy delay at 
tho bed of a lieutenant who has Just 
been brought In.

They 
are seated around a fire in their 
muddy uniforms, which are torn and 
Btained with blood, and thoy chat In 
low tones, for there are three com- 
rades In bed near them. Thoy ore 
talking of the recent fighting and 
their movements aro feverish and 
their eyea shine.

GERMANY MODIFIES U-BOAT WARFARE 



Reply to American Note Says No More Merchant Vessels Will Be 

Sunk Before Being Visited andSearctied— Lays Blame on 

British Metliods and United States Favoritism. 



The German government has 
made one great concession to 
America's demands by ordej^ing 
commanders of submarines'.to 
sink no more merchant vessels 
without first visiting and search- 
ing them and giving those on 
board a chance to save their 
lives. 



Berlin. — Germany's reply to the

Denies Deliberate Intent. 

In connection with tho caao of the Sus- 
sex the government of the United States 
mado a series of etatoments, tho gist of 
which Is tho osaertlon that tho incident Is 
to bo considered but ono instance of a 
dollberato method of Indlacrlmlnato de- 
atructlon of vessels of all aorta, national- 
ities and destinations by Gorman subma- 
rlno commanderH. 

The Gerriian government must emphat- 
ically repudiate the assertion. Tho Ger- 
man government, however, thinks It of 
llttlo avail to enter Into details In tho 
present Btago of affalrfl. more particular- 
ly OS tho government of the United States 
omitted to substantiate the assertion by 
roferenco to concrete facta. 

The Gorman government will only state 
that It has imposed far-roaching ro- 
Btralnta upon the use of the submarine 
weapon, solely In consideration of nou- 
trala' Interests, In splto oC the fact that 
thcEo restrictions are nccesBarlly of ad- 
vantago to Germany's enemlea. No such 
consideration has over been shown nou- 
Irala by Qreat Britain and her alUea. 

Tho German submarine forces have hod. 
In fact, orders to conduct the submarine 



principles of visit and search and-th'e de- 
struction of merchant vesael ijvi^cognlzed 
by international law, Uie'eole exception- 
being tho conduct. of j^mrfare against ene- 
my trade carried on enemy frolght ships 
encountered m the war zone surrounding 
Great Britain. With regard to these, no 
nssurancea have over been given to tho 
government of the United States. No 
such assurances are contained In tlio 
declaration of February B. 1910. 

Makes Further" Concession. 
As tho German government repeatedly 
declared, it cannot dispense with tho use 
of tho submarine weapon In tho conduct 
of warfare against enemy trade. The 
Gorman government, however, hoa now 
decided to make It a further concoaaton. 
adapting mcthoda of submarlna war to 
tho Intoroats of neutrala. 

In reaching this decision tho German 
government la actuated by conslderallomi 
which are above the level of tho disputed 
question. 

Tho Gcnnan govommont attaches no 
leas Importance to tho sacred principles 
of humanity than tho government of the 
UnitOfI Slatea. It again fully tnUoe Into 
account that both governmonta for many 
years co-operated in developing Interna- 
tional law in conformity with these prin- 
ciples, tho ultimate object of which has 
alwaya been to conilno warfaro on sea 
and land to armed forcea of belUgeronla 
and to safeguard jia far as possible non- 
combatantH agalnat the horrors of war 
But although these considerations are of 
great weight, they alone would not under 
present circumstances have determined 
tho attitude of tho German govornmonL 
For In answer to tho appeal by tho gov- 
ernment of the United States on behalf 
of tho sacred principles of humanity and 
International law. tho German govern- 
ment must repeat onco moro with all 
omphoais, that It was not tho German 
but the British government which Ignored 
all accepted injlos of International law and 
extended this terrific war to tho Uvea and 
property of noncombatants. 

In self-defense against the Illosal con- 
duct of British warfare, while fighting a 
bitter struggle for national oxistenco, 
Germany had to resort to tho hard but 
effective weapon of submarine warfare 

Aa matters stand, the Gorman govern- 
ment cannot but reiterate regret that tho 
sentiments of humanity which the govern- 
ment of tho United States extends with 
such fGr\'or to tho unhappy victims of 
submarine warfare aro not oxtondod with 
the same warmth of feeling .to many 
mllllona of women and children who, ac- 
cording to the avowed Intention of the 
British government, ehall bo stan-od, and 
who. by BUfforlngs. shall force the vic- 
torious armies of tho central powers Into 
Ignominious capitulation. 

Accuses U. S. of Favoritism. 
The German govornmont, in agree- 
ment with tho German people, falls to 
understand tho discrimination, nil the 
more na It has repeatedly and explicit- 
ly declared itself ready to uso tho suh- 
marlno weapon In strict conformity 
with the rules of International law, as 
recognlrert heforo tho outbreak of tho 
war. If Great Britain likewise was 
ready, to adapt her conduct of warfare 
to these rules. 



Several attempts made by tho ?0T- 
ornment of the United States to pre-i- 
vall upon the British government ta 
act accordingly failed because of flat ' 
refusal on tho part of the British gov- " 
ernment. ' 

Mpreover, Groat Britain again and 
again has violated International law, 
surpassing all bounds In outraglnff :* 
neutral rights. Tho latest . measuro 
adopted .to Great Britain, doclarlnff 
German bunker coal contraband and 
establishing condltlona under which. 
33ngllBh bunker coal alono is supplied 
to neutrals. Is nothlne but on unheard- 
of attempt by 'way of oxactlon to 
force neutral tonnage Into the servlc* 
of British trade war. 

The German people knows that tho 
government of thu United States .hoa 
the power tn conlino this war to armed '' 
forces of 'the belligerent countries In . 
tho Interest of humanity and mainte- 
nance of International law. Tho gov- 
ernment of the United States would 
have been certain of attaining this ond 
had it been determined to insist against 
Great Britain on tho inoontrovortlbl© ' 
right to freedom of the aeaa. But aa 
mattera stand the German people ia 
under tho impression that tho govern- 
ment of tho United States, while de- 
manding that Germany, struggling for 
existence, shall restrain tho uao of an, 
effective weapon, and while raaklnai • 
compliance with theaodemands a con- 
dition for malntenancQ of relations 
with Germany, conllncs Itself to pro- 
tests against Illegal mothdda adopted 
by Germany's enemies. Moreover, tho 
German people knowa to w'hat consid- 
erable extent Its enemlea are supplied 
with all kinds of war material from 
the United States. 

It will, therefore, bo understood that; 
the appeal made by the government of 
the United States to sentiments of hu- 
manity and principles of IntcrhatlonaL 
law cannot under tho clrcumstoncoa 
meet tho hearty response from the- 
German peopio which such on appeals 
otherwise alwaya Is certain to find 
hero. 

If tho German government, neverthe- 
less, Is reaolved to go to tho utrooBti 
limit of concessions. It has been guided' 
not alone by the friendship, connectlner 
the two great nations for over ona 
hundred years, but also by the thought; 
of tho groat doom which threatens thai 
entire civilized world should the cruel' 
and aang-ulnary war be extended and 
prolonged. 

Germany Ready for Peace. 

Tho German government oonsolou* 
of Germany's strength, twice within^ 
the last few months announced beforoJ 
the world Its readiness to make poaoa 
on a basis safeguarding Gorroony'a vi- 
tal Interests, thus Indicating that It Is; 
not Germany's fault If peace Is atllL 
wlthheld.-from tho nations of Europe. 
The German government feola all thw 
more Juatlfled In declaring that reapon- 
slblUty could not be borne before tho* 
forum of mankind and in history If^ 
after twenty-one months of tho war'*' 
duration the submarine question under* 
dllscusslon between tho German gov- 
.-^nment and the government of thft

to do i\H utmost to confine operation* 
of tho war for tho rest of Ita duratlon.1 
to tho fighting forces of tho belllger-. 
cnts, thereby also Insuring freedom oCi 
llio Hen.-j, a principle upon which th^' 
German government believes now afii 
before tho war that It Is In ngreomont) 
with tho government of the United} 
States. 

New Order to Submarines. 
The Gorman government, guided by ' 
this Idea, notifies tho government of! 
the United States that Gorman navaL* 
forces have received tho following or- 
der: 

"In nocordanco with tho general prin- 
ciples of visit and search and. the do-, 
structlon of merchant vessels, recognized) 
by International law, such vessels, both; 
within and without the area deolarod 
a naval war zone, shall not bo sunlc] 
without warning and without aavlngi 
human lives unless the ship attempt to* 
escape or offer resistance," 

But neutrals cannot cxpcet thai Ger- 
many, forced to fight for existence., 
shall for tho sake of neutral tnteresta; 
restrict tho use of an oltectlvo woapoai 
if tho enemy Is permitted to contlnuo; 
to apply at win methods of warfare- 
violating rules of International law. 
Such n demand would be Incompatlblo. 
with tho character of neutrality, and" 
the Gorman government Is convinced] 
that the government of tho United 
States does not think of making such aJ 
demand, knowing that tho govornmenw 
of the United States repeatedly do-, 
clared that It ia dcletrmlned to rostora 
the principle of freedom of tho seas.^ 
from whatever quarter It has been vio- 
lated. 

Urges U. S. Curb Britain. 
Accordingly the German govemmenti 
Is confident that In consequence of thO( 
new orders Issued to the naval forces) 
the government of tho United State* 
win also now consider all Impodlmentaj 
removed which may havo boon In thoj 
way of mutual co-operation toward], 
restoration of the freedom of the aeosj' 
during the war, as suggested In the* 
note of July 2S, 191E, and It does notj 
doubt that tho government of tho Unit- 
ed States will now demand and Insist 
that the British government shalll 
forthwith observe the rules of Interna- 
tional law universally recognlred be- 
fore tho war, as laid down In tho notesi 
presented by the government of thai 
United Stotes to tho British govern-t 
mont December 28, 1914, and Novem- 
ber 5, 1915. 

Should steps taken by tho govern- 
ment of the United States not attaltt, 
the object It desires, to havo the Iowa 
of humanity followed by alLbeUlger-, 
ent nations, tho Gorman govornmentj 
would then bo facing a now altuation^ 
In which It must reserve to itself com-1 
plcto liberty of decision.

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Effective Planting Makes for Beauty, 

HOME GROUNDS BEAUTIFUL 

By BETTY PAKE. 
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Look out for dahlias. glndloluB and 
other rank-growing plants thnt are 
likely to be blown down by the wind 
and Btako them. 

Pick the pnnslcfl and naaturtluma 
Gvory day if you want to have plenty 
of bloom. 

When the lilacs have nnlahcd bloom- 
ing all tho seed clusters should be 
cut away. 

It is fatal to some plants to fertilize 
them with rich manures when tho 
ground Is very do'. 

Never allow roses to remain on tho 
bush until the petals fall. 

If tho seed Is allowed to develop on 
tho lilac (t generally has few flowers 
except every other ycnp. 

Tho best way to kill weeds Is to 
^ull thora up by hand. Do not allow 
them to get ahead of 3-ou. 

Look out for tho red bug and other 
onoralos of the rose. 

An excellent spray for the roso 
bushes Is made of one-half pound of 
T. , .jL laundry soap melted In hot water to 
A^ljJJ ■n'blch is added ono cupful of kero- 
sene. "When this comes to a boll, use 
about one part to fifteen parts of wa- 
ter. 

Keep tho moisture In your soil 
around your plants by applying road 
dufit about tho roots during tho hot 
and droughty weather. 

Lawn clippings make an excollent 
mulch for bushes, shrnba and large 
plants. 

Tea roses like to have the soil about 
their roots cool and niolat. Grass 
clippings aro good for that purpose. 
Spread tho grass over tho bod to a 
depth of two or throe inches. As soon 
as it withers work it into tho soil 
when as it decays It will act as 
fertilizer. Apply froah clippings. 
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To Insuro a succession of blooming 
periods, do not sow all your annuals 
at tho samo time, nor your blooraing 
bulbs. Wait two or three weeks. 

Start cosmos as early as possible, 
and at tho end of April plant In tho 
open two to four feet apart, for they 
need plenty of room. They want 
light, rich soil, and can stand a groat 
deal of pinching back to keep them 
stocky. 

It Is said that tho quickest growing 
hardy vino is tho Kudzu vino— pue- 
raria Thuubergiana— which often 
grows -10 feet In a season. It needs 
winter protection as it sometlmea win- 
terkllls. 

Juflt as soon as the frost Is gone, 
plant the Madeira vine. It Is propa- 
gated by tubers. It grows rapidly, has 
thick, waxy leaves, and Its llowors— 
drifts of creamy snow— cover tho 
plant when In bloom. Tho finest oi- 
amplo of what this plant can ,do was 
seen on a second-story porch, turning 
a prosaic socond-story Ilat porch into 
a Juliet bower of beauty. 

Glvo tho wild grape a place about 
tho homo. It is bo hardy and its flow- 
ers so sweet. 

If you have a do*i baro spot that 
gets Bun all day, seed It to portulaccas. 
They will beat weed Boods growing. 
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HELPS IN FLOWER GROWING 

Don't drain the soil before tho 
moisture of -winter and spring has 
drained from It, so that it will pulven 
Ize perfectly. If tho soil drops from 
tho Bpado In moist, soggy lumps, bo 
Buro It is not ready to work. 

As tho frost loaves tho soil dig In 
tho manure-mulch placed last fall 
about tho shrubs, rosea and hardy por- 
ennlals. If there bo no winter mulch 
about such plants, bo sure to apply 
somo kind of fertilizer to them. 

A good coat of bone meal In the ab- 
senco of well-rotted manure will serve. 
Hcatter It about tho base of the plants 
after tho soil Is stirred, and let tho 
I rain drive It to tho roots. . 

Dip a strip 15 or IS Inches wide 
across tho bod or border and then 
rnko It. beginning at tho bottom of tho 
trench and flnlng tho soli from tho 
subsoil to tho top. Continue this 
Ihroughout tho length of tho bed, and 
Ihcn you will havo worked tho soil 
perfectly.. 



TRANSPLANTING SEEDLINGS 

As soon as seedlings can be conveni- 
ently handled, transplant In pots or 
boxes; glvo them plenty of roo'm on all 
sides. 

Transplanting, carefully by hand Is 
tho way professional gardeners do 
their transplanting, but a forked stick 
can bo used If carefully handled. 

Shade from the bright sun for a few 
days and water carefully. If tho 
weather Is advanced, give the nowly 
transplanted plants plenty of air. In 
this way they are hardened off until 
they will be abjo to stand full exposure 
In the open ground. Care must bo ex- 
ercised -with all plants removed from 
conservatories, hotbeds or from plants 
raised In boxes or pots la the house. 



WHEN THERE'S A DROUGHT 

Use tho hoe more, tho hoao less. A 
dust mulch Is a hotter aid in dry 
weather than the artlHclal shower. 

If you must uso a watering can, do 
it with a will. Glvo enough water that 
tho moisture will penetrate to the 
roots Instead of coaxing them to the 
surface, there to bo tho more suacop- 
tlblo to a protracted drought.
